Don’t be afraid of giving him too much of a middle. Good do- 
ing calves ordinarily have good-sized middles which is nothing more 
or less than capacity for handling large amcunts of feed. It is the 
exceptional beast that doesn’t require lots of feed to make him 


fat, so don’t stint on the feed 
pail. That is economizing in 
the wrong place. 

Each year more mem- 
bers are feeding molasses in 
some form. Molasses of it- 
self is not much of a feed, 
but it does give the calf a 
bigger appe ite and he does 
much tetter as a result. Or- 
dinarily, they begin to feed 
molasses in April or May. It 
does not take much to sweet- 
en the feed, and it should al- 
ways be mixed in just 
enough water to moisten the 
feed. Care should ke taken 
not to get the feed sloppy. 
Black strap (New Orleans 
molasses) or brown sugar, 
dissolved in water, are ordin- 
arily used. 

Salt should be fed by 
mixing a pinch or two into 
each feed, or by having a box 
of salt in the stall where the 
calf can lick it at will.

An Old Country Story About Our Breeg 


(Note—The story of the 
rise and progress of the Breed 
as given in the first install- 
ment of this bit of history has 
been greatly appreciated. It 
treated upon the history in 
brief; fat stock show succes- 
ses; weight and early matur- 
ity; giving comparative fig- 
ures as between breeds for the 
enlightenment of readers. This last section completes the story as 
it appeared in the Review.) 

There has been noted the steer of 2744 lbs. which Mr. M’Com- 
bie exhibited at one of the French Exhibitions. In more recent 
times British Fat Stock Show catalogues reveal a two-year-old Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer of 2240 lbs., and yearling steers giving returns 
of 1600 ibs. While these lines are being written in the spring of 
1928, there is noted a report of the Dublin fat cattle market of 
which a feature was an Aberdeen-Angus bullock weighing just a 
ton—2240 lbs. There may also be recalled the case of the Aber- 
deen-Angus champion steer at the Dunedin Fat Stock Show in 
1922, which weighed 3500 lbs. He was purchased for exhibition 
purposes by a travelling showman. Steers of a ton and a ton and 
a half are, however, far too big for present market tastes, but 
these cases are mentioned merely to show that size as well as qual- 
ity is to be found in the Aberdeen-Angus. 

It may be claimed that the onward march of the movement for 
early maturity, which is a greater essential in present-day beef 
production than ever before, has been marked in its various pro- 
gressive stages by victories of the Aberdeen-Angus. This was the 
first of all the breeds to win at two years old the supreme cham- 
pionship of the Smithfield Show, and it is the only pure Breed that 
has produced a yearling grand champion at the leading Fat Stock 
Show of Scotland. Then in the case of Smithfield, which stands for 
the development of early maturity, the only occasion upon which 
the champion winner was under two years old was when a Cross- 
bred showing two top crosses of Aberdeen-Angus breeding was the 
successful animal. Almost the only occasion upon which the cham- 
pion of the Smithfield Show was also the heaviest animal exhibited 
was when the winner was a two-year-old pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer weighing 17 cwts. 2 qrs. 12 lbs. Instances could be quot- 
of Smithfield Shows at which the heaviest yearlings of both sexes 
of pure breds were Aberdeen-Angus, and in a word only need there 
be recalled the fact that at the latest Smithfield Show (1922) the 
championship in the baby-veef class over all breeds was a pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

What has been written above applies equally to other coun- 
tries. For instance, there may be recalled the series of experi- 
ments carried out by the South African Department of Agriculture 
at the Schools of Agriculture at Potchefstroom and Cedara of 
which the Report stated that “the Aberdeen-Angus made the great- 
est average gain, and took the least feed to produce each pound of 
inereasc’”—an economic fact of significance in the production of a 
paying type of butchers’ animal. 

It is a mistake to suppose, however, that the heaviest animal 
at any given age is the best butchers’ animal, and we have quoted 
the figures as to weights merely to show that no other beef breed 
can claim supremacy over the Aberdeen-Angus in this respect. 
But as a guide to those who wish to cater for the best class of meat 
for the British market we would point out that the demand in 
Britain is not so much for size as for quality. The favourites with 
butchers are cattle weighing from eight to ten cwts., say around a 
thousand lbs. live weight, finished so as to yield about 64 per cent 
of dead to live weight of prime beef. It is because the Aberdeen- 
Angus “kill” so well, and meet so well the requirements of the re- 
tail butcher that they make the top quotations at the leading mark- 
ets in Britain and abroad. The Breed holds the British record of 
76.78 per cent of dead to iive weight, and verified results of Chi-

We do not wish to burden these notes with further figures 
but those which we have quoted ave surely sufficient answer to the 
query why butchers pay bigger prices for Aberdeen-Angus than 
for any other type. The most important factors in the spread of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been the steadily growing demand for 
beef from early-matured zattle, and the quality of the beef which 
animals of the Breed yield. Indeed, we make bold to say that the 
best quality of meat cannot be produced, and accordingly, where 
quality counts as it is now doing to a greater and still greater ex 
tent, the highest prices cannot be realized unless the cattle are of 
the Aberdeen-Angus type. From the early days of their improve 
ment Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been reared specially for the

This tabulation stands as a monument to constructive, pains- 
king, line breeding, the likes of which stand for everything that 
means suecers for the breed, advocates of other theories notwith- 
tandiag; while the calf is a livin;s testimonial to the fact that up- 
on sound breeding principles rests the ultimate and everlasting 
success of a breed. Let it be further observed that the sires in this 
tatulaticn have not been overlooked, bearing out the Journal’s con- 
tention that the sire end of the breeding business deserves and act- 
ually demands more attention than has been accorded in man quar- 
tas. There are those who will oppose this line of reasoning stren- 
sously however the Journal purposes to establish its position be- 
fore this series of “bull stories” has been finished. By the way 
the sire of Blackbird McHenry 61st, the last cow appearing in the 
maternal line above was Eliminator of Ballindalloch, a double bred 
Elba Erica. So af‘er all careful analysis of these tabulations re- 


veal correct breeding practice. 


Blackbird McHenry 18th was herself a state fair winner in 
1904 and she was a producer of champions, her dam was Blackbird 
McHenry 2d, winner of first prize at the St. Louis World’s Fair 
Exposition in 1892, while her sire Heather Lad 4th was a champion 
winner and sired championship winners as well, he was sired by 
Jim Jams another producer of champions. Her dam, Blackbird Mc- 
Henry 2d 13745 was sired by Abactor and he won first prize at ev- 
ery state fair at which he was shown in 1890. 


It might not be amiss to mention the fact that 10th Laird of 
¥s‘ill was well grounded in championship blood, for while he was 
a many times champion winner he came by the trait honestly as his 
sire Gay Lad had been guilty of turning the same trick and in 
turn Gay Lad’s sire, Gay Blackbird was a prize winner at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition in 1893. 


Bobbie Dobbs 46104, the McHenry show bull, a splendid repre- 
sentative of the old reliable Barbara tribe, was winner of first prize 
at all the state fairs and shows oz 1901, 02 and ’03 and he sired 
many prize winners, one being Prince Pico 93806, shown at many 
state fairs in 1906, each time placing first. “Bobbie” was sired by 
Royal Laddie, winner of first at the 1902 lowa State Fair; his dam, 
Barbara McHenry 1(th, was an excellent breeding matron sired by 
Heather Blackbird 20333, a consistent state fair winner in the year 
1894. Royal Laddie had for sire Gay Lad referred to above. 


Black Marshall 11th was showed also at the Iowa State Fair 


at Des Moines in 1923, where he secured first in a big class of won- 
derful youngsters and was later made Junior Champion Bull. The 
Elba bull Eblito was highly commended in 1901 and rendered much 
valuable service as a breeding bull, he also sired Edward R. a win- 
ner at the 1906 International. He was sired by Prince Ito 5C06 a 
great winner on the other side and champion at the Highland and 
Royal Shows in 1897 and 1899, his dam being the good Elba cow, 
Ektlana 50097. Much else might well be said of this tabulation but 
this will do to es’ablish the point in view and acquaint Journal 
readers wth the detailed breeding of the above youngster. Another 
tabulation will appear next issue. If you consider this information 
worthy of the space please advise the editor.

which you have seen, and which adds 
“bloom” to the animal. A calf which has 
been weaned before it is put on a full feed 
loses this milk fat and, once lost, it can nev- 
a be regained. It is therefore necessary, if 
you hope to have a very fine quality of 
flesh, to lec your calf suckle a cow as long 
as possible, at least until the calf is on full 
full feed. 

The Balanced Ration—A balanced ration 
sone in which the proportions of the dif- 
ferent classes of feeds are such that they 
insule the most economical use of the feed 
by the animal. 

A balanced ration is easy enough to talk 
abou‘, but, as a matter of fact, your calf’s 
likes and dislikes must be consulted, and 


would be the rankest folly to feed a per- 
fectly balanced ration if composed of feeds 
which your calf disliked. 

F meentrates and Roughages—In 
general feeds may be divided into two 


groups, concentrates and roughages. The 
concentrate group includes the grains and 
such commercial feeds as linseed oil meal, 
cottonseed meal, bran, etc. The roughage 
group includes the hays, corn stover, ensil- 
age, grasses and feeds of like nature. 

Concentrates furnish the materials for 
building the tissues, muscle and bone, and 
also furnish heat for the body. Roughages 
furnish the same things, only in much 
smaller amounts in proportion to the bulk, 
and, in addition, they furnish “body” to the 
feed, which insures regularity of digestive 
functions. 

Concentrates, as their name implies, have 
a large total amount, in proportion to their 
total bulk, of the muscle building and fat 
and energy producing compounds contained 
in feeds. Two of the most concentrated con- 
centrates are linseed oil meal and cotton- 
seed meal. It has been definitely proven by 
experiment that these two concentrates in- 
crease daily gains, and that the use of one 
(from the experience of most of the club 
members, linseed oil meal is to be prefer- 
red) is necessary. : 

The feed constituents most desired in con- 
centrates are protein and fat. Proteins fur- 


nish the materials from which body tissues _ 


—muscle, hair, hide and horn—are built, 
while fats furnish heat and energy and build 
up kody fat. 

Linseed oil meal, pea size or as a meal, is 
a standard feed with old cattle feeders. It 
has a high percen‘age of protein, usually 
running akout 34 per cent. It has the add- 
ed advantages of being liked by most cat- 
tle, and of having a keneficial effect upon 
the digestive system. It has laxative prop- 
erties, thus keeping the animals cooled out, 
and also giving them a smoother appear- 
ance by keeping the hair smooth and glossy. 
As a general rule, not over one to two 
pounds per day should be fed at any time. 

Frequently club members have trouble 
getting their calves to eat oil meal. From 
the experience of a good many, pea-sized 
meal is to ke much preferred over the finely 
ground meal. A good many make the mis- 
take of trying to get the calf to eat a full 
feed of oilmeal from the start, and are dis- 
appointed when they find that the calf has 
eaten the rest of the feed and left the oil- 
meal in the box. Preferably, the calf should 
be started on a feed of oilmeal very slowly. 
If you have the pea-sized meal, mix just a 
very little in with the feed and he probably

This reasoning being sound and conclusive, is it not just as 
logical that the vast expanse of territory lying west of the Mis- 
sissippi river and more especially that portion beyond the Missouri, 
adap ed as it is to the production of keef cattle should be developed 
by keef cattle interests, and so it is, and so it has been these many 
years. The old, tried, and trusty Shorthorn has been firmly estab- 
lished, and the Hereford people have been ever alive to the situa- 
ticn, realizing the while that the quality and quantity of the product 
from these vast cattle areas would influence the degree of success 
of the cowman. Thus these two mighty and powerful breed Asso- 
ciations have redoubled their energies in the great West, South- 
west, and Nor’ hwest to the tune of predominating in a large meas- 
ure the output of this area,—in fact they practically influence the

PANHANDLE COUNTRY TURNING FROM 
CATTLE TO COTTON GROWING. 

The Southwest Plainsman, of Amarillo, Texas, recites instance 
after ins‘ance where cattle lands are being converted into cotton 
fields. A recent issue tells of the JY ranch property of R. B. Mas- 
teison. about twenty-five miles noitheast of Amaraillo being thus 
converted. Already 14C0 acres are under cultivation and it is 
planned to plant another 1000 acres on this place soon. Cotten is 
deve'oping so strongly in this section that the Plainsman commen’s 
editorially in favor of the establishment in that city of an oil mill. 
In other sections of the cattle ccuntry the Journal notes with a con- 
siderable degree of regret that cattle lands mounting into the 
hundreds of thousands of ccres are to ke cross fenced and cut up 
for settlement. This is after all quite a serious situation, however 
it is one not to ke wondered at. Financial interests are not making 
it easy ior the cattleman to operate, the time limit on loans are cut 
tco short and in many instances liquidation is forced at least a year 
and even two and thiee years too soon, nct allowing sufficient time 
for the turnover to be made complete. It takes a mint of money to 
finance these cattle projects on a long time basis nevertheless 
that is the thing that must come sooner or later and it can not 
come <zbout any too soon now for the good for this country. It 
should ke possible through proper stocking with the ketter class f 
early maturing cattle and »roper financing to reestablish the great 
eatile growing sections of the United States. These changes hov- 
ever materializing as rapidly as they are, centainly bespeak tetter 
days just ahead for the cattlemen of the country who stick to the 
ship and continue to improve the quality of their herds.

Tinie states were represented at the 
eonvention, and much good was accomplish- 
aj, One of the strongest programs possible 
tp assemble was carried out and the officers 
in the program committee are to be con- 
matulated upon the successful meeting. 
eretary T. W. Tomlinson is untiring in 
his efforts to make this association a suc- 


cess. 

The program was very well balanced. The 
eons of welcome by Mayer Dahlman, 
of Omaha, and John L. Kennedy, prominent 
wanker and chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee Omaha Chamber of Commerce, were 
fitting to the occasion. Mayor Dahlman 
himself being an ex-cowboy and Mr. Ken- 
nedy a banker in the third largest live stock 
enter in the world. : 

Hon. H. C. Wallace, Secretary of Agri- 
alture, Washington, D. C., addressed the 
convention end mentioned some of the baf- 
fing problems that come before the De- 
partment, chief of which at present is the 
wief of the food producer both of agricul- 
tual and meat products. He criticized the 
yackers for their refusal to let him examine 
their books under the terms of the Capper- 
Kendrick packer control law, which gives 
the Secretary of Agriculture the supervis- 
im over packing houses, stock yards, and 
commission houses. Mr. Wallace also warn- 
ad the people to watch their production, and 
te careful not to over produce. 

A. Sykes, President of the Corn Belt Meat 
Producers’ Association, Des Moines, Iowa, 
spoke on the Corn Belt Feeder and The 
Range Man, presenting the feeder’s side of 
the question. 

Charles A. Myers, Knight, Wyoming, ex- 
tensive cattle breeder, ably handled the sub- 
ject, Putting a New Bridge Across the Gap 
Between Breeder and Feeder. An open dis- 
wssion on the handling of range cattle fol- 
owed. This discussion turned largely to 
the handling of cattle in such a way as to 
produce a more quiet disposition and im- 
piove as much as possible the quality of the 
attle. Some of the largest operators have 
tiscontinued the cowboy with his horse and 
‘pe, and yard handle all their calves at 
landing and vaccinating time.

public to the benefit of meat in the diet. Al- 
so to destroy the false opinion held by so 
many people that meat is injurious to the 
health. 

The address by James E. Poole, Chicago, 
Ill., Marke; Editor of The Producer, on 
Meat Production and Distribution was read 
by M. S. Parkhurst, Mr. Poole being unable 
to attend. This address was very optimistic 
on the future outlook of the cattle business. 
Mr. Poole stated that there was a surplus 
of warmed up cattle being put on the mar- 
ket today, and he is of the opinion that 
good finished cattle will command good 
prices next summer. 

Senator J. B. Kendrick, of Wyoming, and 
Washington, D. C., touched on the Nordeck 
Bill for financing the wheat growers to the 
extent of $50,000,000. He also endorsed the 
work of Secretary Wallace on the investi- 
gation of the industry. He stated that Sec- 
tion 15-A ot the Cummins-Eich railroad bill 
guaranteeing the return to the railroad will 
very likely be annulled. Mr. Kendrick stat- 
ed that we sometimes hear the remark “the 
passing of the cattle industry.” He is of 
the opinion that this industry will never 
pass, for as he put it, the country from 
here, (Omaha) to the Pacifie Coast, and 
from Canada to Mexico is better adapted to 
live stock raising than any other industry, 
and it cannot be allowed to drop out of the 
live stock business. . 

W. B. Greely, Chief Forrester, Washing- 
ton, D. C., addressed the convention on 
Grazing Fees on National Forests. He as- 
sured the permitees that the fees would not 
be raised next year. At present the fees 
are about three times the cost of adminis- 
tration. There are 110,000,000 acres of 
range land in the forest reserves carrying 
nine million head of live stock belonging to 
36,000 owners. The average cost of graz- 


ing cattle is twenty cents per head per 
month, and seven cents per head per month 
for sheep; besides the forest reserve there 
are 175,000,000 acres of unreserved range 
itand owned by the government. 
Carl C. Gray, Omaha, Neb., President of 


the Union Pacific R. R. System talked on 
railroad rates, going into detail as to the 
condition of the railroads when turned back 
by the government. He stated that the 
United States has the most efficient Rail- 
road system in the world, and at a rate of 
about one third of the European rates. A 
perfect service is the desire of the R. R. 
Companies and they feel that they are en- 
titled to a living rate. E 

The business men of Omaha served a 
banquet to the members of the convention 
Wednesday evening at the Exchange build+ 
ing, and there were about 250 present. In 
the summary the outstanding fact driven 
home to the writer was that the live stock 
men mus receive some assistance in the way 
of credits in the near future or the business 
will be so badly depleted that it will take 
years to recover. I talked with men from 
all sections of the West, and in practically 
every instance there is a shortage of breed- 
ing cows, there being a sort of lethargy 
among the operators owing to the financial 
situation. In many instances yearlings are 
bringing more money than their dams, whil 
normally the dams are considered wort 
double the value of a yearling. There were 
so many good addresses that I can only hit 
a few of the high spots. One would have 
to attend one of these conventions to realize 
the good accomplished by the meeting of 
such an organization. The 1925 convention 
will be held at Albuquerque, New Mexico.

the same amount may be fed as of iinseed 
oil meal. 

Ground s9y beans have been used with 
good success. They contain 30 per cent to 
35 per cent protein, depending upon how 
much hull is left with the beans. Cattle rel- 
ish them, and they can be used as a protein 
supplement with excellent results. 

Wheat bran runs from 12 per cent to 13 
per cent protein, and, while ordinarily rath- 
er high in price, is a mighty good feed to 
add to the ration. It is high in protein, rath- 
er bulky, and, being of a_ laxative nature, 
keeps the snimal’s system cooled out, and 
the coat in good shape. It is widely used 
among showmen, and may well be used in 
practically all cases. 

Gluten meal, gluten feed, germ oilmeal, 
corn bran and hominy feed are all feeds 
made from corn by-products, but they are 
not widely used among feeders. There are, 
of course, eases where they have given good 
results, but where a good part of the ration 
is made up of corn it is better to use some 
other feeds to add variety to the ration. 

Ground corn or corn meal is a feed which 
will no doubt make up a large part of the 
ration. The greater part of the ration 
should be made up of corn or barley. We 
believe it will be better to grind the corn 
than to feed it shelled. You have probably 
noticed that where cattle were on full feed 
a good deal of the corn passed through the 
animal and was not digested. This is caused 
by the animal not chewing his cud as he 
should, and so the digestive juices did not 
have a chance to work on the feed. To off- 
set this loss, you can grind the corn, and 
even if the calf doesn’t chew his feed as he 
should, the kernel is already broken up and 
the digestive fluids can act upon it. 

However, there is this to be said in regard 
to shelled corn. You have probably noticed 
that calves will nibble on shelled corn and 
whole oats much quicker than they will on 
ground feed, and, for this reason, it may be 
best to get your calf started on whole grain, 
changing him as soon as possible to ground 
feed. In any case, the corn should be 
cracked and not finely ground. The fact 
of the matter is, the coarser it is ground the 
better. 

Corn meal contains a good bit of fat, but 
not so much protein, around 7 per cent to 
8 per cent. Shelled corn has about the same 
percentage. 

Oats differ from coin in being a more 
bulky and a better balanced feed. They are 
fairly high in protein, containing up to 10 
per cent, and it is of good quality. Because 
they are a bulkier feed, they are more of a 
growing feed than corn, which is a fattener. 
Since your calf is growing, as well as fat- 
tening, it will be well to add oats to the ra- 
tion. Where it is possible to grind the oats 
it is well to do so for cattle relish ground 

oats more than they do whole oats. 

There are a good many roller mills to be 
found over the state, and, if you can have

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your oats rolled, so much the better. Cattle 
relish flaky rolled oats. 

Fully 90 per cent of the club members 
make the mis‘ake of feeding too many oats. 
One part oats to two of corn is enough oats 
even for the beginning of the feeding per- 
iod. The amount of oats should be gradual- 
ly decreased as the feeding period pro- 
gresses. ; 

Barley is rather extensively grown in 
some parts of the state, and, where it is 
available, it can be fed to very good ad- 
vantage, especially during the latter part 
of the feeding period. It has about the same 
feeding value as corn, but it has a very de- 
cided tendency to give the animal more 
bloom and mellowness of flesh, with less 
patchiness. Barley, like corn, should be 
cracked an not finely ground. Rolled bar- 
ley is much preferable to cracked barley and 
is better liked by cattle. It is necessary to 
roll or grind barley because of its being so 
hard and dry. 

A good many club members fed boiled 
barley last year, and it can be prepared as 
follows: Take what karley you will feed in 
a day, put it in a kettle, and keep a slow 
fire under it. You can do this at night, and 
rebuilding the fire in the morning will be 
very satisfactory. Another me‘hod is: Put 
what karley you will want for one feed in 
a pail, and then pour scalding hot water ov- 
er it. Stuff a sack in the top of the pail, 
and allow it to steam. 

Great care must be exercised by the feed- 
er in seeing that no uneaten boiled karley 
is allowed to remain in the feed box, as it 
will soon sour. 

Most of the prize-winning calves last 
year were barley fed. 

Roughages—Some roughage should al- 
ways be fed cattle. It is necessary to give 
“body” or bulk to the feed, thus insuring 
regularity of the digestive functions. Some 
common roughages are: 

Corn silage with the eats left on contains 
about 1 per cent protein and about seventy- 
three per cent water. It differs from corn 
fodder in that it dees not have such a high 
pereentage of fiker which cannot ke digest- 
ed, and it is a much more pala’‘able feed for 
animals. It is a very good feed during the 
winter months for it adds succulence to the 
ration and gives a variety which no other 
feel has at that time of year. It will ke 
well to let your calf have a good amcunt of 
silage, along with a good grain ration 
where silage is available. 

Alfalfa hay is rich, both in protein and in 
ash, which is a bone and muscle tuilding 
element. 14 contains from 10 per cent to 
14 per cent of protein, and is relished by all 
animals. Where you have it available, let 
your calf have all of it that he wants unless 
he eats so much that he will not eat the 
amount of grain he should. This is quite 
often the case. 

Clover hay contains from 8 per cent to 
10 per cent protein, and is relished by all 
kinds of stock, unless it be coarse or moul- 
dy. Good, clean clover hay is the chief 
roughage used in this state, where alfalfa 
is not grown, and, because it is not quite so 
“washy” as alfalfa, some feeders prefer it. 
It is a very good roughage for growing ani- 
mals. 

Soy bean and cowpea hays are rich in 
protein and are relished by cattle. They 
a profitably be fed when they are to be 

ad. 

Timothy hay has only about 3 per cent 
protein, ana is higher in fibre, making it 
more woody and not so good for a growng 
animal. It is a good horse hay but where 
you have clover, alfalfa, or cat hay, your 
calf will do much better on them than on 
timethy.
